The startling annou ncement by 
Die gov ernm ent controlled Toky o 
y adio that Japan's policy is “not 
to reject any hand which offers 
peace” came to my desk in pre- 
diw n hou rs today while I was 
writing this article to report that 
I understand ou r forces in the 
Orient are worried for fear the Al­ 
lies w on’t be as grimly firm with 
Nippon as they are with Germany , 
W ithou t ju mping to sweeping 
conclu sions, the Toky o statem ent 
certainly can be labeled as a fish­ 
ing ex pedition.

thesis of my article.

front, tells me there's widespread 
apprehension among the men that 
the end of the Eu ropean w ar will 
find the American pu blic weary of 
conflict and inclined to make 
s 
compromise

Japan 
The Y anks who’v e been battling 
the barbarians in the heat of the 
stinking, disease ridden ju ngles 
don’t w ant any temporizing. They 
w ant to beat the Japs to a pu lp. 
Well, I don’t believ e for a mo­ 
m ent the hom e-front will weaken. 
We shall see the 
job 
throu gh, 
thou gh the length of time it will 
take is problematical. The Japan­ 
ese are fighting a delay ing action. 
Ju st as the Germans hav e been. 
They ’re pu rsu ing this strategy in 
hope that we will indeed get weary 
and compromise. 
For this reason 
the Eu ropean w ar has been a God­ 
send to them . They hav en’t giv en 
a T inker's Dam 
w hether 
Hitler 
won or lost, so long as he delay ed 
transference of Allied war power 
to the Orient. 
Mu ch depends, 
of 
cou rse, on 
R u ssia’s attitu de. 
If the Mu sco­ 
v ites shou ld join in the conflict 
against Japan. 
It wou ld v astly 
Ex pedite the end. 
It's a safe bet 
that this thou ght is in Toky o's 
m ind in today 's peace feeler. They 
hav en’t 
ov erlooked, either, that 
Roosev elt and Chu rchill conferred 
ev er the Pacific w ar at Malta, en 
rou te to the meeting with Stalin. 
A Japanese spokesman y ester­ 
day described the Battle of the 
Philippines (which now has re ­ 
ceiv ed itself into the Battle of 
Lu zon) as the strategical climax 
©f the war. 
He recognized that 
Allied su ccess in the archipelago 
W’ou ld place Japan itself in jeop­ 
ardy . 
Well, he's right, and the Lu zon 
eam paign can be w ritten off as a 
su ccess already , althou gh we still 
hav e to Vind u p the terribly de­ 
stru ctiv e fight for Manila against 
Nipponese 
su icide 
squ ads, 
and 
clean u p scattered bodies of enemy 
forces in v ariou s parts of the is­ 
land. 
As for the stricken capital. 
G eneral MaoArthu r annou nced to­ 
day that "the end of the enem y ’s 
trapped garrison is in sight.” 
The rest of the Japanese troops 
Ere widely dispersed. 
Some 
of 
them are cooped u p 
on 
Bataan 
and Corregidor, of bu rning m em­ 
ories. 
Most of them are believ ed 


to hav e fled to the mou ntainou s 
ju ngle cou ntry in the northern 
and northeastern parts of the big 
island. 
There still rem ains considerable 
m y stery as to how many troops 
General Yamashita hfls on Lu zon 
and why he didn’t make a strong­ 
er defense at the ou tset. 
He su p­ 
posedly had at least 150,000 men. 
thou gh more than 
68 ,000

since become casu alties. So far as 
concerns Manila, 
his 
failu re to 
m ake a big stand there isn’t su r­ 
prising becau se M acArthu r him 
self didn’t think it possible to de­ 
fend the capital when the Japan 
ese inv aded Lu zon. 
It looks v ery mu ch as thou gh 
Yamashita, being blockaded from 
fu rther 
help 
from 
home 
and 
knowing defense 
of 
Lu zon was 
thu s rendered hopeless, decided 
to fight a G u errilla-ty pe delay ing 
action in accordance with the gen 
eral Japanese strategy . 
He was 
shrewd enou gh to see that Mac­ 
A rthu r 
cou ldn’t 
leav e 
isolated 
pockets of enemy troops scattered 
abou t, as he "has in many prev iou s 
operations. 
T hat won’t work in 
Lu zon becau se ou r task is to free 
them entirely from the inv aders 
It's qu ite 
possible 
Yamashita 
and his high staff officers already 
hav e fled Lu zon, leav ing the troops 
and lesser commanders to fight it 
ou t. 
That is a cu stomary pro­ 
cedu re with the Japanese.

rations in treating abo ut three 
hundred and fifty patients with 
symptoms 
of the menopause. 
He has 
carried on this treat­ 
ment over a period of two years 
and noted which form of treat­ 
ment gave the best results. 
The 
first preparatio ns 
em ­ 
ployed are k no wn as estrogenic 
substances. 
These 
are 
given 
by injection into a muscle. The 
second 
preparatio n 
used 
is 
diethylstilbestrol, which can be 
tak en by mouth, and the third 
is a new preparatio n k nown as 
hex estro l-phéno barbital, 
vvh.ch 
is also adm inistered by mouth. 
Apparently 
the best results 
were o btained by injections of 
the first preparatio n used, that 
is, the estro genic 
substances. 
However, estro gens are ex pen­ 
sive and the injectio ns 
must 
b« given abo ut three 
times a 
week , 
which m eans a burden 
for both the physician and the 
patient. 
The results with diethysltil- 
bestrol 
were 
not 
as good as 
those o btained with the estro ­ 
gens. 
The 
results 
with 
the 
hex estrol - phéno barbital 
were 
definitely 
superio r 
to 
those 


o btained with diethylstilbestrol. 
More than tw o -thirds of the 
patients treated with the hex ­ 
estrol - phenoba. bital 
prepa ra­ 
tion showed m ark ed im pro ve­ 
ment. as compared with 
less 
than 50 percent of those treat­ 
ed with the 
d.ethylstilbestro i. 
About a third 
of the patients 
treated 
with diethylstilbestro l 
failed to show any 
im pro ve­ 
ment 
whatso ever, 
while 
less 
than 
o ne-eighth 
of 
those on 
hex o -tro l-pheno barbital 
failed 
to improve. 
Ano ther 
advantage 
of 
the 
hex estro l-phéno barbital 
prep­ 
aration is that it does not cause 
unfavo rable 
reactions 
as fre­ 
quently as does 
diethylstilbes­ 
trol. Thus, in the patients trea t­ 
ed with this latter drug, more 
than 
one-U)ird 
had reactions, 
while 
only abo ut o ne-fifteentn 
of those on the newer prepara­ 
tion reacted t 
it. 
The 
hex estro l-pheno barbital 
is given 
in large 
doses—from 
three to five times greater than 
the doses 
of diethylstilbestrol. 
The phéno barbital in the prep­ 
aratio n .-.eems to be quite help­ 
ful 
in controlling nervo usness 
and 
sleeplessness — conditions 
which are >o often present d ur­ 
ing the m eno pü ise. With this 
treatm ent 
it is 
necessary for 
the patient to visit the physi­ 
cian only once or twice a month 
after the sympto ms have been 
bro ught 
under control. Thus, 
m any of them have been able 
to carry 
on their 
work . 
It 
would appear that the drug is 
best tak en in the evening, be­ 
fore retiring. 
In those cases which do not 
respond to the treatm ent, 
the 
use of estrogens by injections 
should be employed. 
To mo rro w Dr. Bundesen will 
discuss “Preventio n of Co ro n­ 
ary Disease.”
